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The Bible Returns to Little America 


HOUGH the American Bible Society already has com- 
‘Reva on every continent except Australia, it pre- 
pared last month for a new geographic outreach—this time 
into the depths of the South Polar ice cap. 

Admiral George Dufek will this month sail from the 
East Coast in command of an expedition of Naval ships 
en route to the bottom of the world. His mission will be to 
lead his men in tractor trips over the Antarctic ice cap to 
study the volume of the ice sheet that is estimated to con- 
tain 85 percent of the world’s ice. Actually not much is 
known of the nature of the ice cap. Admiral Dufek and his 
men will cover thousands of ice miles in a series of five 
tractor trips. Much of their travel will be over hitherto 
unknown areas. 

An important part of the preparations for the expeditions 
that will take place from 1956 through 1958 was the order- 
ing of Scriptures and Bible-reading “‘helps”’ for each of the 
men on the ships. For many months the men’s only contact 
with the rest of the world will be by radio. 

Chaplain (Lt. Comdr.) Peter Bol visited the Bible House 
in New York last month and was provided with Bibles, 
Pocket Testaments and Illustrated New ‘Testaments. 
Chaplain Bol, however, did not have to persuade his com- 
manding officer of the value of the Scriptures to the 
success of the expedition. 

In a commissioning ceremony at the Davisville, Rhode 
Island, headquarters of the expeditionary fleet, Secretary 
Ivan L. Bennett presented Admiral Dufek with a pulpit 
Bible for his flagship. Admiral Dufek replied: 

“By experience I have learned that more than the 
knowledge and strength of man is required in an under- 
taking of the kind now commencing. I am confident, 
however, that with God’s guidance the moral strength of 
the men will overcome the physical hazards that will be 
encountered.” 

Chaplain Bol, who is serving as public information 
officer as well as one of the chaplains for the expedition,

Admiral Richard E. Byrd, famed for many expeditions} 
to push back the frontiers of knowledge about earth’s 
surface, will accompany Admiral Dufek.

America.

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Religion in American Life 


URING the month of 
November nearly all 
of the 160-million of us 
will see or hear the slogan: 
“Give them a Faith to 
live by. Worship with 
them this week.” 
November is “Religion 
in American Life Month” 
for the Advertising Coun- 
cil, Incorporated, with its 
members throughout the 
nation. This year the emphasis is on providing faith 
for our children. And again R. I. A. L. will have the 
Advertising Council’s gigantic support—and the sup- 
port of business—that will mean more than $6 mil- 
lion worth of television and radio time, newspaper and 
magazine space, car and bus cards and billboards. 
The broad scope of this program is perhaps best 
understood in the single statistic that since 1949, 
through radio and television sets, R. I. A. L. has 
reached into American homes 1,200,000,000 times 
with its message to worship together! 
But this statistic is far less important than these 
two sets of facts: 
1—Supporting R. I. A. L.’s program of encourag- 
ing us to recognize the foundations of our democracy 
are the great business organizations of America. 
Joseph H. McConnell, president of the Colgate- 
Palmolive Company, is chairman of R. I. A. L.’s 
Laymen’s Committee. Also supporting R. I. A. L. 
are twenty-four national religious bodies, whose lead- 
ers constitute a board of directors. 
- 2—R.1I. A. L. has been getting results. Its task in 
1955 is to get us to the places of worship of our own 
choosing.

numbers of people. And local church-attendance 
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figures, where city-wide 
R.I.A.L. promotion has 
been organized by church 
councils, show amazing 
increases. 

Most important of all, 
religion zs in American 
life, and business men, who 
are the lay leaders of our 
Churches, are shoulder- 
ing a large share of the 
responsibility of seeing 
that religion stays in American life. These men, again 
in 1955, through their support of R. I. A. L. and the 
Advertising Council, are clearly refuting the procla- 
mation of another era that ‘‘the business of America 
is business.” 

It is only coincidental, but still significant, that 
the American Bible Society’s program of Worldwide 
Bible Reading that starts on November 24 overlaps 
during the final week of November with ‘Religion in 
American Life.’ Part of R. I. A. L.’s emphasis on 
TV will be, as the Society’s Worldwide Bible Read- 
ing will be, to encourage the reading of the Scrip- 
tures. With nearly all mass communications outlets 
at its disposal, R. I. A. L. will be reaching the hitherto 
unreached with this message. 

The Society seeks to do precisely the same thing— 
to reach those without the Bible and see that they 
get copies and read them. 

With R. I. A. L.’s results in getting people to 
church will come increased need for the Scriptures. 
Higher church attendance has caused new churches 
to open, many of them struggling and small. The 
Bible Society’s function is primarily a missionary 
function. It must act to meet these needs. 

R. I. A. L. says “Give them a Faith to Live By”; 
the Bible Society says ““Take ... Read” the Book that 
will give them the faith.

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God’s Word for People in Need in Germany

HE refugees who leave the East Zone and now wait 

here in Berlin to be ‘‘recognized”’ and to emigrate, 
or who remain here for an indefinite period as “‘un- 
recognized” refugees, indeed need everything in the 
way of physical nourishment 
and the basic necessities of 
life. But even here in the re- 
fugee camp—perhaps _par- 
ticularly here—one experi- 
ences the truth of the Bible 
text:‘“Man does not live by 
bread alone.” The refugees 
need something more. For 
them their home and the 
past lie in an unreachable 
distance; their future is dark and precarious. The 
people therefore long for an inner peace, for a spiritual 
home. In the inactivity and inevitable waiting of 
camp life, the refugees have time to reflect. 

“Tf only I had built up some kind of order in my 
life and formed a sense of values; if only I had taken 
time to read the Bible, to go to church or to pray, I 
should not now be so uprooted,” recently said a skilled 
worker to me, who had served as an “‘activist’’ in the 
East Zone. 

The refugees have experienced in their own lives 
that the world of materialism and Marxism, from 
which they have escaped, cannot make men happy. 
This is an important starting-point for all the spiritual 
care work of the pastors in the camps. If one talks 
with the refugees in their cramped quarters on their 
double-decker beds, the conversation quickly turns 
to problems of present-day life. It is astonishing how 
readily the people in the camps divulge to the pastor 
their whole life’s experience. Often they are grateful 
just to have someone who will listen sympathetically 
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Part of the camp chaplains’ work is to give Bibles to those 
who want and need them 
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Last month the RECORD published an editorial that 
pointed up both the accomplishments and challenge 
of Bible distribution in Europe. This month the work of 
one German, pastor, a chaplain in a refugee camp, 
gives specific evidence of Scripture needs and how 
he seeks to fill them by working in the camp. He seeks 


to their story and to be able to pour out their heart 
to him. And if the pastor then shares with the re- 
fugee a message from the Bible, then they accept it; 
and to many it becomes a comfort in times of suffer- 
ing, of guilt and of fear of 
life.

In spite of all the excite- 
ment and suddenness of their departure, they had| 
remembered their Bible.

In general, however, the refugees arrive here in. 
Berlin without a Bible. As a result of the church. 
services in the camps or also because of the long 
periods of unoccupied time, many of them now wish. 
to take the Bible into their hands themselves. Thus: 
when refugees come to see me at the times set apart | 
for personal visits, they often come to ask, not for. 
clothing or additional food, but for a Bible. I am 
fortunate in having been able so far to meet these 
requests, thanks to the gifts of Bible Societies in other | 
countries. 

Our aim is not to distribute these valuable gifts | 
indiscriminately but to seek and find the right mo- 
ment for bringing the Bible to the man who wants it. 
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The Bible in the work 
of a Chaplain to Refugees 


There are many official functions in the camp. 
Numerous married couples who have been married for 
a long time wish to be married according to Church 
practice. Children , too, including older children, 
have to be christened. It is most gratifying to be able 
to give to the couple or the family a Bible in which I 
can inscribe the christening or marriage vow. 


In the East Kone this old lady who had loved her Bible from 
childhood had no opportunity to hear her favorite Psalms 


At every service I have a few Bibles lying on a 
small table near the altar. Many have been particu- 
larly touched by a sermon 
and have received a Bible 
after the service. I write the 
text of the sermon in it and 
a few words by way of re- 
minder of their time in camp 
in Berlin. The Bibles are par- 
ticularly important for me in 
my youth work. The children 
from the D.D.R. are often in 
a state of shocking ignorance 
of everything connected with 
faith. This is doubtless due to the great lack of pastors 
and also to the difficulties encountered in the work 
of religious education. Thus again and again I come 
across older baptized children who are unable to say 
the Lord’s Prayer. Also the well-known Biblical stories 
—the child Jesusin the Temple, the Prodigal Son, and 
others, are entirely unknown to them. 

It is therefore very fortunate that the children can 
be gathered together easily in the camp and that 
they appreciate all the suggestions and talks. If we 
talk together about a Bible story, I put a Bible into 
the hands of each child to read over. The practice 
ofarranging Bible distribution at confirmation services 
is especially firmly established. Here again, in each

case I write the confirmation vow in the Bible in 
order to give the children a personal keepsake. 

Recently an elderly woman who was sick asked me 
to come to her bedside. She could no longer read and 
was too weak to hold the Bible. But she showed me 
where the book lay, at the head of her bed; and I 
had to take it down and read aloud one of the Psalms. 
Since that time this aged refugee woman has died, 
but not without hearing again the Bible passages she 
loved. 

On another occasion a woman came to me during 
the consulting time, who wanted a separation from her 
husband. I spoke with her for a long time, and finally 
we prayed together. Then I went to her husband and 
spoke with him also about the forgiveness which we 
human beings receive from 
God, and which we also 
have to bestow on one 
another. In the evening of 
the same day the man and 
woman stood at the entrance 
of my house. They had had 
a reconciliation and came to 
thank me—and they asked 
me for a Bible. I gave it to 
them gladly and hopefully. 
May it prove a signpost for 
them to a new beginning in life! 

When the entire camp community comes together, 
I often tell them that the Bibles are a gift from 
Christians throughout the world and that the donors, 
in giving them to the refugees, do so with prayerful 
hearts and intercessory prayers. The recipients should 
also know that great sacrifice and much thought and 
work are bound up with these gifts. May they per- 
ceive that through their gifts, and through the work 
of the Bible Societies, much blessing is brought to 
uprooted and homeless people.

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Events of Moment 
on the China Coast

wo events on the China Coast, though separated 
in time by nearly a century and a quarter, were 
closely and uniquely linked recently. First more than 
fifty missionaries and Chinese Church leaders traveled 
along the Communist-held shoreline from Hongkong 
to the tiny Portuguese Colony of Macao. Second, a 
Bible bookstore, with Bibles, Testaments and Gospels 
for nearly every major Chinese dialect in stock, opened 
its doors in a section of Hongkong into which have 
been crowded refugees who speak most of the main- 
land dialects and need the Bible as never before. 
The delegation of Christian leaders to Macao went 
there to pay tribute to the memory of Dr. Robert 
Morrison, who died 121 years ago. Services were held 
in Macao’s Morrison Church, and a visit was made 
to the pioneer missionary’s grave. In all the addresses 
during the memorial services the importance of Dr. 
Morrison’s determined efforts in the early part of the 
nineteenth century were stated. It was he who trans- 
lated both the Old and New Testaments into Chinese 
and compiled an English-Chinese dictionary at a time 
when the death penalty was enacted upon any Chinese 
who sought to teach their language to foreigners. 
‘“The Book of a Thousand ‘Tongues accords Dr. 
Morrison a place of pre-eminence in the history of 
getting the Scriptures to the Chinese people: 


Robert Morrison has unquestioned priority in the print- 
ing of Chinese Scriptures in China, if we disregard the 
scattered remnants of Jesuit missionaries’ versions made in 
earlier centuries and circulated mostly in manuscript but 
in some cases in printed form. What it meant to print the 
Bible at Canton in Morrison’s day (beginning of the 
nineteenth century) may be gathered from his diary and 
letters and from the ‘‘Retrospect’? of his companion, 
Dr. Milne. Only in the “‘factory site’’ of a few acres’ extent 
could foreigners live, and that only during the trading 
season; when the merchant ships sailed, all foreigners had 
to remove to Portuguese Macao. Moreover, the Chinese 
government forbade all Chinese to teach the language to 
foreigners on pain of death. Morrison, who had to reside 
as a boarder in the American factory at Canton in order 
to stay there at all, tells us that his Chinese teacher carried 
poison on his person so as to be always ready to commit 
suicide if he should be detected. When the printing began, 
even the natives who cut the wooden blocks from which 
these first editions were printed were (in Morrison’s 
language) ‘‘hunted from place to place and sometimes 
seized.” When Acts, the earliest Portion, was issued, the 
printers pasted a false label over the paper covers before 
delivering them to the booksellers. As more and more of 
these Portions appeared, the government decreed death to 
any European spreading Chinese books on the Christian 
religion. 
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At Robert Morrison’s grave tributes to his memory were paid 
by missionaries and Chinese Church leaders 


Though China’s doors are again closed to opent 
Scripture distribution, the Bible Societies have stepped 
up the tempo of work on the fringes of the great main 
land areas, encompassing her 600 millions. A Sub-+ 
agent has been appointed in Formosa—Secretary 
Mortensen, formerly of the Shanghai Bible House, is) 
instituting a mission to more than twenty million} 
overseas Chinese in Southeast Asia; and the Hong- 
kong Bible House now performs many functions of 
publication and distribution once accomplished by} 
the parent China Bible House in Shanghai. 

The new bookstore, located as it is in the heart off 
Hongkong, is truly another milestone in Bible Society; 
work for the Chinese. It will serve Hongkong’s two} 
million refugees, who speak nearly a score of dialects;) 
and it will serve them in this special time of need and 
despair when only the Book of Life can suffice. 

If Robert Morrison once again could walk among 
the people of Hongkong, the people for whom he: 
spent his life, he would again say, as he wrote to the 
London Missionary Society before he died, “‘Christian! 
Churches, hear your Saviour’s . . . command: Go ye: 
into all the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.”’ And Robert Morrison would rejoice as he 
saw the Gospel offered openly and saw it taken up by 
the tens of thousands. 


At the new bookstore in refugee-crowded Hongkong there now 
are Scriptures for every need 
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Remember ‘“‘the.. . Limpopo River’’? 


Remember “the great, gray-green, greasy Limpopo 
River, all set about with fever trees”? The river of 
Kipling’s famous story forms one border for the Tshwa 
people, who live in Portuguese East Africa, the Transvaal 
and Rhodesia, between the Sabi and Limpopo Rivers. 

There are about 750,000 Tshwa-speaking people, ten 
percent of whom are Christian, and 70,000 literate. A 
revision of the Bible in their language has just been com- 
pleted under the direction of the Rev. Josef A. Persson, of 
the Methodist Mission. 

To Mr. Persson was accorded “the highest tribute a 
white man could ever receive in Africa: ‘Mr. Persson 
may have a white skin, but his heart is as black as any of 
Bus.” 23 

The Rev. Tizera M. Navess and Aroni Mukhombo as- 
sisted with the New Testament revision, and the Rev. 
Elija Chalufu and Bento Navess worked on the Old Testa- 
ment. The first publication in Tshwa was prepared in 1888, 
and the whole Bible was completed in 1908. Mr. Persson 
worked on the New Testament revision in 1928 and has 
carried on the process of revising and correcting up to the 
present. The book was expected from the binder by the 
end of September. 


Operation Songo 


On May 7, 1955, in Bloomfield, New Jersey, a thousand 
Gospels in the Songo language were dedicated before 
being sent on their way to readers in Portuguese Angola, 
in Africa. The dedication of the Songo Gospel of John was 
part of an interesting project undertaken by the young 
people of the Westminster Fellowship in the Presbyterian 
Synod of New Jersey. It was their idea to try to raise funds 
to pay for the publication of a Portion of the Scriptures to 
be sent to the mission field. The Songo Gospel of John was 
nearing completion, and it became their special concern. 
To date just over a thousand dollars has been turned in by 
the young New Jersey Presbyterians to meet the cost of com- 
position, proofreading and plates, which amounted to $1,300. 

There are about 45,000 speakers of Songo (rhymes with 
Congo) in central Angola. They live along the Quanza, 
Luandu and Jombo Rivers, and adjacent lakes and 
swamps, where most of them earn their living as fishermen.. 
The Songo language was reduced to writing by T. Ernest 
Wilson, a missionary of the Plymouth Brethren. He com- 
pleted a tentative edition of the Gospel of Mark in 1936 
with the assistance of several African informants and also 
prepared the translation of the Gospel of John.There are 
some seven hundred Christians in Songo. 


Travel Seminar to the Bible House 


TRAVEL seminar for ten outstanding Methodist

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Worldwide Bible Reading 


F you have traveled by automobile along 
] the New York-Albany Post Road (Route 
US-9), you have passed the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt National Historic Site. 

Adjacent to the house and grave is a 
library building administered by the Archi- 
vist of the United States. Each visitor is given 
a folder on whose front cover Mr. Roose- 
velt is pictured examining a large Bible. 
This is the Dutch family Bible, published in 
Holland in 1686, on which he took his oaths 
of office as Governor of New York and as 
President. It is displayed in a case on a table. 

Of all the remarkable, rare historical 
volumes available in this library, it is signif- 
icant that those responsible for publicity 
about the national site choose to show a 
Bible in the hands of Mr. Roosevelt. 

When taking his oaths of office he placed 
his hand on 1 Corinthians 13, which com- 
mences, “Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not charity, 
I am become as sounding brass, or a tinkling 
cymbal,” and concludes with ‘“‘And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but 
the greatest of these is charity.” 

Dwight D. Eisenhower used two Bibles 
for his inauguration. One hand he placed 
upon Psalms 127:1: ‘““Except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that build it: 
except the Lord keep the city, the watch- 
man waketh but in vain.”? The other hand 
was on 2 Chronicles 7:14: “If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall humble

hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.” 

There is a little story behind this verse 
from Chronicles. Governor T. R. McKeldin 
of Maryland had used it when he took his 
oath of office in 1951. On the day when he 
placed General Eisenhower’s name before 
the nominating convention of 1952 he 
changed the opening paragraph of his ad- 
dress to include those words from the Old 
Testament. 

The President’s brothers, in a copyrighted 
serialization of “The Great American Heri- 
tage’ by Bela Kornitzer (Farrar, Straus & 
Cudahy, Inc.), revealed that prayer and 
daily Bible reading were a fixed occurence 
in the Eisenhower home. 

‘“As I recall it,’ Earl Eisenhower said, 
“dad used to get home by six o’clock in the 
evening. Then we would have supper.After 
supper two of the boys would do the dishes. 
Then we gathered in the front room or din- 
ing room, and dad would read passages from 
the Bible. He might pass the Bible around the 
circle, and all of us got a chance to read.” 

Said Milton Eisenhower, “‘The first thing 
that always happened after dinner was the 
reading of the Bible. Dad had a way of in- 
ducing his sons to read the entire Bible from 
cover to cover with considerable interest. 

For example, when it was my turn to 
read, I was permitted to read until I made a 
mistake; but if one of my brothers 
caught me in an error, then he 
was privileged to read.” 

Two years ago President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower were presented 
by the American Bible Society 
with seventy-eight foreign-lan- 
guage Bibles for the use of over- 
night guests in the White House. 
During the visiting, when the 
President was leafing through the 
latest edition in Greek, he re- 
marked that his father read his 
New Testament from the original 
Greek throughout his lifetime and 
right up until his death. 

During Harry S. Truman’s 
occupancy of the White House he 
was presented with a _ historical 
set of every Scripture volume be- 
ing currently published during 
the year 1950 by the American 
4 Bible Society. (These volumes are 
being preserved and added to in 
his historical library under con- 
struction in Jackson County near

pride that by the time he had reached his 
early teens he had read the Holy Book 
through from cover to cover twice; still read 
from it; and cited Leviticus 25:10, the in- 
scription on the Liberty Bell at Independ- 
ence Hall, as an injunction to be remem- 
bered by all: ‘‘Proclaim liberty throughout 
all the land.’ 

A favorite verse of the Hon. Herbert 
Hoover is Proverbs 29:18: ‘‘Where there is 
no vision, the people perish: but he that 
keepeth the law, happy is he.” 

Abraham Lincoln is said to have turned 
often to Revelation 16:7: ‘And I heard 
another out of the altar say, Even so, Lord 
God Almighty, true and righteous are thy 
judgments.” 

Of all our Presidents, Rutherford B. 
Hayes was marked by fidelity to family 
Bible reading. He had himself read the Bible 
many times, not only in English, but also in 
German and probably in Greek and Latin. 
He taught his children to participate with 
him in daily family Bible reading after 
breakfast. Each one about the table read in 
turn a verse from the chapter selected. Fol- 
lowing the reading, all knelt at their places 
in prayer. 

Dr. Charles W. Mayo of the Mayo Clinic 
has recorded this as his experience: “In 
sickness or in health one can find comfort 
and constructive advice in the Bible. Indi- 
vidually and nationally its moral codes 
must be our guide-posts for daily dealing 
and living.” 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
has often asserted: “The Bible is 
the unfailing guide. . . a source 
of spiritual food and an inspiration 
for virtuous living. The lessons of 
charity, justice and equality which 
enrich its pages should be learned 
well by all men in order that 
greed, avarice and iniquity can 
be blotted out.” 

Cecil B. DeMille, whose motion 
picture “The King of Kings,” 
produced a quarter of a century 
ago, is still being shown to mil- 
lions every year and probably has 
been seen now by one billion per- 
sons, has confessed: “‘After more 
than sixty years of almost daily 
reading of the Bible, I never fail 
to find, whenever I open it, that 
what it says to me is always new, 
fresh, vital, marvelously in tune 
with changing needs of every day.” 
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This scene is from one of the Society’s sixty-second television 
Bible readings to be released to stations across the nation 


Viscount Shibusawa, one of Japan’s 
great philanthropists, has declared, “I am 
a Confucianist . . . but your Bible is the 
greatest book ever written. I wish there 
were a copy in every home in Japan.” 

Among many wonderful tributes paid 
by Helen Keller to the reading of her 
Braille Bible, one of the earliest is: “But 
how shall I speak of the glories I have since 
discovered in the Bible? For years I have 
read it with an ever-broadening sense of joy 
and inspiration, and I love it as I love no 
other book.” 

The Nebraska State Mother selected in 
1953 circulated a strong statement, with 
practical recommendations for Bible read- 
ing. Mrs. Charlotte Briggs Dillon affirmed: 
‘History reveals that in every period when 
there has been mass turning to conscientious 
reading of the Bible, the key to Divine power 
has been discovered . . . Let every mother 
be known as a mother with a Bible in her 
hand; every father asa father who knows the 
Divine Book, and every youth as a youth 
whose life is directed by its teachings.” 

When Martin Luther spoke, he always 
said something; hear his words again: ‘‘For 
several years I have read the Bible through 
twice in every twelve months. It is a great 
and powerful tree, each word of which is a 
mighty branch; each of these branches have 
I well shaken, so desirous was I to know 
what each one bore and what they would 
give me. And the shaking of them has never 
disappointed me. (Continued on page 159)

Plans Completed for New Seoul Bible House

1 Eee the first day after the Korean truce was 
signed more than a year ago, we have talked of 
building again the Bible House in Seoul. Final plans 
have been made; and at 2 p.m., August 22 of this 
year, we were able to have a ground-breaking service. 

‘The service was not prearranged. In fact, we did 
not intend to have it; but just before the construction 
work was to begin, I realized that it would be a sorry 
thing for us not to thank God in prayer for what we 
were able to begin. I quickly invited friends and 
representatives of the Society, who were happy to as- 
semble even on short notice. Fifteen persons were 
present. 

The service was begun with the hymn ‘“‘Wonderful 
Words of Life.”” Rev. Choon Pai Kim, General Secre- 

tary of the Korean Christian Literature Society and 
one of the directors of the Korean Bible Society, read 
the Scripture lesson, Haggai, 1:1-11, in which the 
prophet exhorts the people to rebuild the temple 
which was destroyed by the Babylonian invasion. 
Mr. Choon also read Psalm 107:1-9, which reads in 
part: ‘“‘O give thanks unto the Lord, for he is good: 
for his mercy endureth for ever.”’ The words seemed 
fit for this occasion. 

We bowed our heads and were led in prayer by 
Rev. Edward Adams of the Presbyterian Mission. 
Mr. Adams had been in Korea through many of the 
difficult war years and had helped in our tasks of re- 
building Korea. 

I spoke then of how we were able to start to re- 
build the Bible House; of the great efforts of the 
Eighth Army chaplains; the building materials that 
Armed Forces Aid to Korea authorities so generously 
granted; the continuing help of the Bible Societies. I 
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said that we must give thanks to God for the friends 
he had surrounded us with in our time of despair. 

As soon as the service was over, I took a shovel, 
broke the ground, scooped out the first shovelful of 
earth and put it in a litter to be carried away. The 
earth had been burned over and had lain under de- 
bris since the early days of the war. 

While the service was being held, a long parade 
was marching down the street. 

The crowd was shouting warnings of a new war, of 
political conflict and espionage. I remembered an- 
other column of marching people when the Com- 
munists were driven out of the demolished city by 
the United Nations forces. And I remembered the 
still smoldering debris that had been the Korea 
Bible House and the biting disappointment of the 
years it took to plan and build it that seemed wasted. 

As the new marchers shouted I felt that uneasiness 
still ruled over the nation. 

The ground-breaking for the new Bible House, 
however, was accomplished with conviction that 
faith in God would not betray us. 


The Bible Becomes a Textbook

Mr. Boyd reported that 
the over-all results of the 
Los Angeles campaign of 
last year in promoting the 
distribution and reading of 
the Scriptures were so suc- 
cessful that the Synodwide 
program was instituted.

“Would that this one Book were in every language, in 
every land, before the eyes and in the ears and hearts of 
all men! Scripture without any comment is the sun whence 
all teachers receive their light.” 

During his last hours, when he was too feeble to do any 
reading of his own, Sir Walter Scott asked John Lockhart, 
his son-in-law, to read to him. “What shall I read?” asked 
Lockhart. ‘Need you ask? There is but one Book,”’ was the 
reply. And so, although surrounded by examples of the 
best in all the world’s literature, Sir Walter Scott listened 
during his last minutes to the book which was best worth 
listening to, the Bible. 

_ Julia Ward Howe, author of ‘The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” advised: “If you have at your command three 
hours per diem, you may study art, literature and philo- 
sophy . . . If you have but one hour a day, read philosophy, 
or learn foreign languages, living or dead. If you can com- 
mand only fifteen or twenty minutes a day, read the Bible 
with the best commentaries, and daily a verse or two of the 
best poetry.” 
_. James Russell Lowell, home for a college vacation, 
hustled a letter off to a friend: “I mean to read next term, 
if possible, a chapter in my Bible every night.

Conob New Testament 


In the mountains of northwest Guatemala, in the De- 
partment of Huehuetenango, live some 60,000 Conob 
(pronounced kén-6b/) Indians. For over twenty-five years 
Rev. and Mrs. Newberry Cox of the Central American 
Mission have been working among this people. 

There are now about five hundred in the Christian 
community, and five percent of the Conobs are literate. 
With the aid of Mateo Castenada, and later Juarez Juan, 
the Coxes have completed the translation of the New Testa- 
ment for these Indians, and the production of 2,000 copies 
in Mexico is nearly finished. One of the major problems 
for the Conob translators has been the great variation in 
dialects spoken by the people of different villages, which 
are somewhat isolated from each other. The Conob New 
Testament will be published in diglot form with the 
Spanish Valera Version.
